PRINCIPAL’S / SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT
COUNCIL REPORT

North Augusta Elementary (NAE) is a school rich in community traditions and
provides a strong bond among the stakeholders.  The faculty and staff show an
interest in seeking innovative ways to meet the changing needs of the student
population.  The shared vision of the faculty and staff provides the foundation to
make this institution successful by working diligently to assist our students in
meeting the high standards we set. Receiving recognition as a 2000-2001 state
Exemplary Writing School is evidence of our success in meeting high standards.
The students at NAE performed well on the PACT administered in the spring of
2000.  The percent of students in third, fourth, and fifth grades scoring above
standard in Language Arts and Math was at or above the percent of students
statewide scoring above standard in these academic areas.  One hundred fifty-one
students began the year with an academic plan for improvement; however, only 8
students were retained in grades three, four, and five.  Implementation of
the “Soar to Success Reading Program” assisted in raising the reading level of our
third, fourth, and fifth graders who were performing below their ability level. In
addition, instructional aides worked with students on each grade level to assist
those performing below grade level in math. NAE is a Title I school with 46.7% of
our students qualifying for the free/reduced lunch program.  Our students are from
very diverse socio-economic backgrounds where some of our students live in
$300,000.00 homes while others live in concrete slab houses.  Approximately 31% of
our students reside in single-parent homes, 22% live in homes where one parent is
unemployed, and approximately 5% live in homes where both parents are unemployed.
Our population is extremely transient with approximately 20% of our students
either enrolling or withdrawing during the school year.  NAE is a large elementary
school housing approximately 940 students with 50 of these students identified as
non-English speaking. Fortunately, NAE has a strong parent and community member
partnership. Parents and community members give many hours of volunteer time to
assist our students in raising their academic achievement.
